SI^QlrH  BAR^I^Y  XUI^irS. 
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HAT  ARE  known  as  Single  Early 
Tulips  are  the  most  showy  and  desir- 
(s)}f}y  able 
'  for 
early  spring 
beds.  The 
buds  begin 
to  show  very 
soon  after 
the  early 
Crocuses 
peep  above 
the  ground, 
and  they 
quickly  de- 
velop into 
bright, grace- 
f  u  1  flowers, 
even  before 
the  stems 
have  elevat- 
e  d  them 
much  above 
the  surface 
of  the 
ground.  The 
flowers  then 
enlarge  in 
size,  and  the 
stems  length- 
en until  they 
are  held  from 
six  to  eight 
inches  above 
the  surface ; 
and  when 
grouped  four 
or  five  inches 
apart  every 
way,  they  make  a  grand  display,  lasting  for 


many  days.  The  texture  of  the  flowers  is 
very  fine,  and  the  colors, which  are  bright  and 
distinct,  range  from  white  to  golden  yellow, 
and  from  a  rose  tint  to  deep  crimson.  Some 
of  the  varieties  are  exquisitely  variegated. 
All  are  exceedingly  attractive  and  beautiful. 

Some  persons  prefer  to  plant  the  bulbs  in 
mixture,  while  others  plant  in  rings  of  differ- 
ent colors,  and  in  beds  of  one  solid  color. 
Either  way  of  planting  affords  good  results. 
In  setting  the  bulbs  in  a  bed,  first  throw  off 
the  top  soil  after  the  bed  is  prepared,  then 
set  the  bulbs  either  in  circles  or  in  rows  an 
even  distance  apart.   After  they  are  all  set 

throw  the 
soil  on  the 
bed,  covering 
the  bulbs  to 
the  depth  of 
four  inches. 
After  this  is 
done  tread 
the  soil  firm 
and  place  a 
layer  of  sta- 
ble litter  over 
the  surface. 
If  this  is 
short  and 
well  mixed 
with  manure 
it  can  remain 
on,  and  will 
not  only  pro- 
tect the  bulbs 
from  imma- 
ture growth, 
but  will  en- 
rich the  soil. 
If  the  litter 
is  long  and 
strawy  the 
rough  por- 
tion should 
be  rem  o  v  e  d 
early  in 
spring,  as  it 
is  liab ie  to 
interfere 
with  the  de- 
velopment of 
the  buds  and  foliage.  Avoid  too  early  removal. 
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I*ansy  Blig-lit.— When  a  blight  attacks 
a  bed  of  Pansies,  remove  all  the  plants  that 
are  affected  and  burn  them,  and  stir  some 
lime  and  sulphur  into  the  soil  about  the  plants 
remaining.  If  the  blight  does  not  disappear, 
there  is  no  remedy  for  it,  and  it  is  better  to 
sow  seeds  and  start  a  new  bed  in  a  different 
place,  stirring  some  lime  into  the  soil  when 
preparing  the  bed. 

Flowering-  Almond.— Sometimes  the 
Flowering  Almond  is  attacked  by  the  San  Jose 
scale,  and  soon  ruined.  The  branches  appear 
after  the  blooming  period  as  if  blighted.  Had 
they  been  sprayed  with  lime-sulphur  solution 
one  part  and  seven  parts  water,  during  the 
autumn  or  early  spring,  the  scale  would  have 
disappeared,  and  the  plants  would  have  been 
healthy.  When  the  leaves  die,  however,  it  is 
well  to  cut  the  plant  back  and  encourage  new 
growth,which  will  not  be  affected  by  the  scale. 

Keeping*  Xuberous  Begonias.— 

When  the  Tuberous  Begonias  die  down  as 
winter  approaches,  withhold  water  gradually 
from  them  until  the  soil  is  completely  dry, 
then  set  the  pots  in  a  frost-proof  closet.  To 
protect  the  tubers  from  the  air  it  is  well  to 
cover  them  with  dry  sand,  heaping  it  up  over 
them.  In  early  spring,  when  you  wish 
to  start  the  tubers  into  growth,  remove  the 
sand,  and  if  necessary,  repot  in  fresh  soil. 

Starting  Seeds  of  Roses.  —  The 

seeds  of  Roses,  it  fresh  and  taken  directly 
from  the  ripened  hips,  will  start  to  germinate 
in  from  three  to  four  weeks  after  they  are 
sown.  If  they  have  dried  out,  germina.tion 
may  not  occur  for  three  or  four  months,  and 
sometimes  the  seeds  will  lie  in  the  ground  un- 
til the  following  spring  before  they  start. 
They  should  be  sown  in  rows  and  covered 
twice  the  depth  of  their  thickness,  the  soil 
made  firm  and  kept  moist  until  the  seeds 
start.  Seeds  of  the  P'airy  or  Dwarf  Poly- 
antha  Roses  start  more  rapidly  than  some 
others,  and  when  sown  in  the  spring  the 
plants  will  appear  promptly  and  bloom  the 
coming  autumn.  The  flowers,  however,  are 
very  small,  and  the  plant  is  really  grown  more 
for  curiosity  tlian  for  practical  decoration. 


fHIS  IS  the  common  name  of  Euphorbia 
splendens,  a  pot  plant  at  the  North,  and 
a  rather  tender  plant  which  blooms 
throughout  winter.  It  is  of  easy  cul- 
ture, but  usually  drops  its  foliage,  and  the 
bright  vermilion 
flowers  borne 
upon  waxy,  rosy 
stems  are  pro- 
duced before  the 
new  leaves  push 
out  and  the  sea- 
son's growth  be- 
gins. It  likes  a  very 
sandy  soil  and  good 
drainage,  but  will  bear 
much  neglect,  and  the 
plant  will  live  and  bloom 
even  in  a  shady  situation. 
It  is  most  liable  to  lose 
its  foliage  when  the  soil 
is  tenacious  and  wet.  It 
can  be  trained  in  a  — ^ - 
crown-like  head,  and  when  the  thorn-covered 
stems  are  producing  their  handsome  clusters 
of  bloom  the  name  -  is  appropriate,  and  the 
plant  is  much  admired.  It  is  one  of  the  win- 
ter-blooming plants  that  is  generally  satisfac- 
tory in  the  amateur's  window. 


Oeranium  Lreaves  Turning 
Yellow.— W^hen  the  leaves  of  a  Geranium 
turn  yellow  and  drop,  it  is  mostly  because  of 
injury  to  the  roots,  either  by  lack  of  drainage 
and  too  much  moisture,  or  by  hot  sunshine 
against  the  sides  of  the  pot,  scorching  the 
roots.  It  is  well  to  repot  a  diseased  plant, 
removing  all  the  yellow  leaves,  and  potting  in 
sandy,  well-drained  soil.  When  growth  is 
renewed  a  surface  dressing  of  pulverized 
horse  manure  will  be  found  beneficial.  If  you 
wish  the  plant  to  bloom  when  it  recovers, keep 
it  in  a  sunny  window,  but  avoid  the  hot  sun- 
rays  against  the  sides  of  the  pot. 


Rex  Beg-onias.— These  like  a  sandy, 
porous,  well-drained 
soil,  and  a  rather 
warm,  moist  atmos- 
phere. When  the 
leaves  die  off  it  is 
mostly  due  to  a  wet, 
tenacious  soil  and 
poor  drainage.  Avoid 
hot  sunsh  i  n  e  upon 
the  leaves  while  the  dew  is  on,  and  in  bright 
weather  always  syringe  the  foliage  in  the 
evening. 


Propagating  Tuberous  Bego- 
nias.—Tuberous  Begonias  are  ieadily  prop- 
agated from  seeds,  which  is  the  common  way, 
and  also  from  cuttings.  Only  the  improved 
double  and  single  varieties  are  propagated 
from  cuttings.

^  It  shows  how,  b}'  a  simple  arrangement, 
the  back  yard  can  become  a  flower  garden,  in- 
teresting and  beautiful,  and  affording  pleasure 
to  all  who  see  it.  The  photo  was  taken  in 
autumn  when  Dahlias,  Petunias,  Cannas,  Sal- 
vias, etc.,  were  in  full  bloom,  and  many  of 
these  flowers  will  be  recognized  from  the  en- 
graving. During  the  spring  months,  however, 
another  class' of  flowers  must  be  used  to 
brighten  the  garden,  and  there  are  none  for 
this  purpose  that  surpass  the  hardy  bulbs, 
either  for  earhness,  showiness  or  beauty. 


tLADY  in  Savannah,  N.  Y..  sends  the 
Editor  the  following  inquiry: 
Mr.  Editor:— Will  you  please  tell  me  how  to 
—  —  care  for  rooted  rose  cuttings?  Last  month  I 
startetl  some,  placing  fruit  cans  over  them 
They  all  started,  and  I  have  just  taken  the  cans  off. 
They  are  doing  line  now,  but  1  would  like  to  know 
how  to  care  for  them  in  winter.— Miss  Harvey,  N. 
Y.,  Aug.  31,  1915. 

Do  not  disturb  these  young  plants,  but  let 
them  remain  until  in  December,  when  the 
ground  begins  to  freeze,  then  place  a  bucket- 
ful of  coal  ashes  over  each  cutting,  burying  it 
entirely.  Over  the  ashes  throw  some  garden 
rubbish  or  fodder  to  give  further  protection. 
The  plants  will  remain  secure  until  the  ground 


A      BACK  YARD 

They  are  indeed  indispensable  for  brighten- 
ing the  beds  and  borders  in  early  spring. 
Now  that  they  can  be  obtained  so  cheaply  and 
planted  so  easily  there  is  no  excuse  for,  a  gar- 
den being  without  a  good  supply.  A  study 
of  catalogues  of  dealers  and  nurserymen  will 
acquaint  the  gardener  with  a  fine  collection  of 
these  bulbs,  and  simple  directions  for  their 
culture  usually  accompany  the  bulbs  when  an 
order  for  them  is  filled.  The  time  to  plant 
these  bulbs  is  after  frost  has  blackened^  the 
beds  of  annuals  and  herbaceous  plants,  and 
just  befere  stern  winter  approaches  with  his 
cold  winds  and  snow  and  ice. 


I^ice  on  Pelargronium.— Pelargoni- 
ums of  the  Fancy  sorts  are  very  liable  to  be- 
come infested  with  plant  lice.  These  can 
readily  be  destroyed  by  fumigating  with 
tobacco  leaves  or  stems.  To  make  the  fumes 
more  effective,  cover  the  plant  with  paper  or 
a  cloth.

thaws  up  in  the  spring  and  danger  from  frost 
is  past,  then  remove  the  rubbish  and  take 
away  the  coal  ashes.  You  will  find  your 
plants  in  fine  condition  for  starting  growth  in 
the  spring.  Do  not  attempt  to  remove  the 
ashes  while  they  are  frozen.  The  later  you 
can  do  this  the  better  it  is  for  the  plants,  but 
it  must  not  be  deferred  until  warm  weather, 
when  the  plants  should  be  developing  growth 
The  same  protection  can  be  given  to  larger 
Roses,  but  it  should  not  be  applied  until  winter 
is  at  hand. 


Cinnamon  Vine.  —  The  Cinnamon 
Vine  is  perfectly  hardy,  and  the  roots  should 
not  be  disturbed,  but  allowed  to  take  care  of 
themselves  during  the  winter.  At  the  far 
North  it  might  be  well  to  throw  some  stable 
litter  or  rubbish  over  the  bed  where  the  plants 
are  growing,  at  least  until  they  become  older, 
as  the  older  plants  become  deeper  in  the  soil 
as  they  develop  in  size. 
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Spotted  Calla,— Mr.  Park :  What  kind  of  soil 
should  I  give  the  Sjootted  Calla,  and  how  should  it 
he  treated?  Mine  is  two  years  old,  and  has  not 
bloomed,  The  leaves  rot  off  to  the  ground,  and 
there  are  little  green  gnats  upon  the  foliage.  Should 
the  bulbs  be  kept  dry  during  winter?— Mrs.  Belle 
Bowen,  Henderson  Co.,  N.  C. 

Answer.— The  Spotted  Calla  is  a  summer- 
blooming  plant,  and  the  tubers  Should  be  kept 
over  winter  as  you  keep  Potatoes  or  Dahlias. 
.Tn  the  spring  pot  them  in  sandy  soil  with 
good  drainage,  watering  sparingly  at  first,but 
applying  more  water  as  the  plants  begin 
growing.  When  well  started  they  can  be 
shifted  into  larger  vessels ;  or,  they  may  be 
bedded  out  in  a  rather  shady  situation,  mulch- 
ing the  soil  with  stable  litter.  In  either  case, 
the  plants  should  bloom  freely  during  the 
summer.  The  green  gnats  found  upon  the 
foliage  were  probably  plaDt  lice.  To  get  rid 
of  them  strew  tobacco  stems  over  the  surface 
soil.  Avoid  watering  too  freely,  and  if  the 
soil  is  too  tenacious  stir  some  lime  into  the 
surface. 

Cannas  and  Dahlias.— Mr.  Park:  Please  ad- 
vise me  how  to  treat  Canna  roots  to  keep  them  over 
winter.  Also,  the  time  to  lift  Dahlia  roots  in  the 
fall,  and  how  to  plant  them  m  the  spring.— Mrs. 
F.  Prochazka,  Rawlins  Co.,  Kas.,  Feb.  28, 1915. 

Answer.— Canna  roots  should  be  lifted  as 
soon  as  the  frost  injures  the  foliage.  Cut  tops 
off  and  dig  the  roots  with  the  soil  adhering, 
then  store  in  a  rather  cool,  well-ventilated 
cellar.  The  roots  should  be  examined  occa- 
sionally to  see 
that  they  are 
keeping.  If 
drying  out, 
they  should  be 
watered.  If 
they  show 
signs  of  rot- 
ting, give  them 
a  dryer  situa- 
tion. Where 
D.^HLiA  ROOTS.  but  a  f ew  roots 

are  kept,  they  can  be  placed  in  a  box  of  soil, 
and  kept  in  the  furnace  cellar,  watering  occa- 
sionally, or  they  may  be  kept  in  a  frost-proof 
room,  moistening  enough  to  keep  the  roots 
from  drying  out. 

The  same  treatment  may  be  recommended 
for  keeping  Dahlias,  though  they  are  not  so 
liable  to  dry  out  as  Cannas,  and  can  be  placed 
on  a  swinging  shelf  in  the  cellar.  Early  in 
the  spring  it  is  well  to  bring  the  clumps  out 
and  pot  them  in  moist  sand,  placing  in  a 
rather  warm  room,  where  they  will  produce 
sprouts.  The  clumps  can  then  be  divided. 
Dahlia  sprouts  mostly  issue  from  the  base  of 
the  stem,  and  in  keeping  Dahlias  it  is  import- 
ant to  preserve  the  stem  in  good  condition.  It 
is  also  important  not  to  mutilate  the  neck  of 
the  tubers  where  joined  to  the  stem,  as  such 
mutilation  destroys  the  value  of  the  tubers, 
cutting  off  the  connection  between  them  and 
the  latent  buds.  When  danger  from  frost  is 
past  the  divided  clumps  can  be  bedded  out 
where  they  are  to  bloom. 


Ferns.— Mr.  Park:  Please  tell  me  what  I 
should  do  to  my  Ferns.  They  send  out  so  many 
little  wirey  shoots  that  creep  along  the  top  of  the 
soil,  and  the  plants  do  not  grow,  although  they 
seem  thrifty.— Mrs.  Spire,  S.  Dak.,  July  22,  1915. 

Answer.— If  you  wish  to  enlarge  the  clump, 
allows  these  runners  to  root  in  the  soil  near 
the  parent  plant.  Each  one  will  form  a  new 
plant,  and  you  can  thus  greatly  enlarge  your 
specimen.  If  this  is  not  desired,  cut  out  the 
runners  as  soon  as  they  appear,  and  encour- 
age the  growth  of  new  fronds. 

liice  on  Roses.— Mr.  Park:  My  rose  bushes  are 
covered  with  little  green  lice,  which  gather  on  the 
new  growth  of  the  bush  and  leave  it  with  brownish 
spots;  also,  the  leaves"  are  partially  eaten  away. 
Will  you  please  tell  me  what  to  do  for  it?— C.  K., 
Aug.  9,  1915. 

Answer.— One  of  the  best  all-round  reme- 
dies for  insects  on  Roses  is  the  lime-sulphur 
solution  one  part  to  15  parts  tobacco  tea. 
This  can  be  applied  rather  warm,  and  will  not 
only  destroy  lice,  but  prevent  attacks  of  rose 
bug,  leaf  hopper,  carpenter  bee  and  slug.  If 
one  ounce  of  arsenate  of  lead  is  added  to  each 
two  gallons  of  the  mixture,  it  will  be  all  the 
more  effective  in  destroying  eating  insects.  If 
Roses  were  sprayed  occasionally  with  this  in- 
secticide from  early  in  spring  until  autumn, 
the  foliage  would  be  kept  in  good  condition 
and  healthy  throughout  the  season. 

Rose  Gall,— Mr.  Park:  I  am  sending  you  a 
peculiar  ball  the  size  of  a  walnut,  the  surface  of 
which  is  covered  with  a  green  pubescence.  Last 
year  but  one  appeared,  and  was  a  curiosity.  This 
year  there  are  many,  and  the  bush  does  not  seem  in 
good  health,  and  has  borne  but  few  flowers.  What  is 
this  formation,  and  how  shall  I  treat  this  bush?— C. 
R.  W.,  New  York  City,  July  28.  1915. 

Answer.— The  specimens  received  were  cut 
open  and  revealed  dozens  of  insects  or  mites 
in  the  larval  state.  Cut  them  off  promptly 
and  burn  them.  Do  not  let  one  remain.  Also, 
see  that  there  are  none  allowed  to  remain 
upon  the  bushes  of  adjoining  properties.  This 
enemy  deposits  its  ova  in  the  flower-bud,  and 
by  a  strange  provision  the  bud  develops  into 
the  hard, hairy  abnormal  appendage  described. 
As  to  the  bush,  it  would  be  well  to  stir  some 
fresh  lime  into  the  surface  soil  to  sweeten  it 
and  to  stimulate  the  plant  to  renewed  vigor. 

Geraniums.— Mr.  Park :  I  have  several  large 
Geraniums  which  bloomed  early  last  fall,  but  have 
borne  no  blossoms  since.  They  are  also  troubled 
with  a  white  gnat  and  small  worms  in  the  ground. 
Why  do  the  plants  not  bloom,  and  how  shall  I  get 
rid  of  the  gnats  and  worms?— Mrs.  Moody,  Kansas 
City,  Mo. 

Answer.— The  presence  of  gnats  and  worms 
is  evidence  that  the  soil  is  tenacious  or  not 
sufficiently  drained,  and  that  it  has  become 
sour  in  consequence.  To  overcome  this  trou- 
ble, repot  the  plants  in  fresh,  rather  sandy  soil 
with  good  drainage,  at  the  same  time  stirring 
some  quick-lime  into  the  surface  soil,  say  two 
tablespoonfuls  for  each  pot.  In  potting  press 
the  soil  firmly  about  the  roots, water  well,  and 
keep  in  a  shady  place  for  two  or  three  days, 
until  the  plants  become  partially  established. 
For  winter-blooming  only  the  dwarf,  free- 
blooming  Geraniums  should  be  used,  and  the 
plants  sliould  have  a  sunny,  rather  warm  sit- 
uation, the  atmosphere  kept  moist  by  evapora- 
tion of  water  upon  the  stove  or  register. 
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Growing  Narcissus.  —  Mr.  Park :  Do  Paper 
White  Is'arcissus  and  the  Chinese  Narcissus  or 
Lilies  bloom  best  in  water  or  in  pots  of  earth?— 
Mrs.  C,  Savannah,  Ga  ,  8ept  12,  1915. 

Answer.  —  It  is  generally  better  to  grow 
bullbs  in  sandy  earth  rather  than  in  water,  as 
there  is  more  or  less  nutriment  comes  from 
the  earth.  The  flowers,  however,  are  almost, 
if  not  quite,  as  handsome  when  grown  in 
water  as  wl^fen  grown  in  earth,  and  it  is  for 
the  grower  to  decide  which  is  the  more  con-^ 
venieut  or  desirable. 

Rose  Enemy,  —  Mr  Park :  A  web  causes  the 
leaves  of  my  monthly  Koses  to  crimple  and  drop- 
When  the  leaves  are  examined  they  are  found  to 
have  a  small  web  woven  upon  the  underside.  A 
similar  web  attacks  my  Par- 
rots Feather  every  time  it 
gets  of  any  size.  There  seem 
to  be  little  red  spiders  in  this 
web.  How  should  the  plants 
be  treated?— Mrs.  H.  M. 
Goodwin. -Vt,  Aug.  7.  191.5. 

Answer.  —  When  Roses 
become  badly  i  n  t  e  s  t  e  d 
with  red  spider  the  best 
thing  that  can  be  done  is 
to  strip  the  leaves  with  a 
do-wnward  movement  and  burn  them.  The 
stems  and  new  growth  should  then  be  sy- 
ringed with  whale  oil  soap  suds  occasionally, 
syringing  between  times  with  pure  water. 
The  red  spider  mostly  affects  plants  that  are 
in  a  dry,  hot  atmosphere. 

Cutting  Tulips.— Blr.  Park:  Is  it  true  that  if 

you  cut  ofL  the  flowers  of  Tulips  the  bulbs  will  not 
Dloom  again  ?  I  thought  it  might  be  true,  as  a  calf 
ate  off  all  of  my  Tulips  last  year,  and  this  year  they 
did  not  bloom —Mrs.  M.  Frederickson,  Wis.,  July 
29,  1915. 

Answer.— It  is  benefical  to  a  Tulip  bulb  to 
out  out  the  bud  or  flower  stem,  but  injurious 
to  cut  the  leaves.  It  is  possible  that  in  the 
case  referred  to  the  foliage  was  taken  off  as 
well  as  the  buds.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind, 
however,  that  if  the  bulbs  were  planted  in  a 
shady  situation,  they  would  not  be  likely,  to 
mature  properly,  and  hence  would  not  flower 
the  following  season.  When  the  Tulip  bed  is 
of  tenacious  soil,  and  the  season  a  wet  one 
while  the  foliage  is  maturing,  the  bulbs  will 
often  rot  and  disappear.  In  Holland,  where 
the  bulbs  are  grown,  the  soil  is  loose  and  por- 
ous, and  at  least  half  sand. 

Japanese  Lily.— Mr.  Park:  I  have  a  Japan- 
ese Easter  Lily  that  does  not  bloom.  The  bulb 
seems  to  be  growiug  smaller  every  season,  and  per- 
sistently throws  up  fresh  sprouts  in  the  fall.  1  am 
anxious  to  save  it,  as  it  has  such  beautiful  white 
fragrant  flowers, which  much  resemble  the  Bermuda 
Easter  Lily.— Mrs.  Waite,  Otsego  Co.,  N.  Y. 

Answer:— When  a  Japanese  Easter  Lily 
grows  in  the  manner  described,  it  is  just  as 
well  to  discard  the  bulb  and  get  a  new  one. 
It  can  be  obtained  in  autumn  for  from  15  to 
20  cents  from  almost  any  dealer  in  bulbs. 
As  a  rule,  the  Easter  Lilies  that  come  from 
Japan  are  to  be  preferred  to  those  from  Ber- 
muda, as  the  Bermuda  Easter  Lilies  are  very 
often  diseased,  while  those  from  Japan  are 
healthy.   Practically  the  only  difference  in 


the  plants  is  that  the  Bermuda  bulbs  bloom 
somewhat  earlier  than  those  from  Japan.  The 
flowers  are  similar.  In  growing  these  bulbs 
outdoors  they  should  be  set  at  least  eight 
inches  deep,  the  soil  having  been  prepared  to 
the  depth  of  two  feet  before  planting.  The 
soil  should  be  light,  porous  and  well-drained. 
In  planting  place  a  handful  of  sand  over  the 
bulb,  then  fill  in  the  space  above  with  a  com- 
post of  sand,  fibrous  garden  loam  and  chip 
dirt  or  woods  earth,  all  well  mixed.  Firm  the 
soil  well  by  treading  with  the  foot.  In  au- 
tumn throw  some  rubbish  over  the  bed,  so  as 
to  give  the  plants  more  protection.  Thus 
planted  and  cared  for,  a  healthy  Japanese 
Easter  Lily  should  grow  and  bloom  year  after 
year  without  further  attention. 

Hoya.— Mr.  Park :  I  have  a  Hoya  or  Wax  Plant 
ten  years  old  which  has  never  shown  any  signs  of 
blooming  What  is  the  trouble?  It  is  a  fine  thrifty 
plant  in  a  two-gallon  galvanized  bucket,  and  the 
vines  are  four  or  five  feet  long.  It  is  now  making  a 
fine  grow^th,  and  I  wish  to  see  it  bloom.— Mrs.  Thad- 
ley.  111..  Aug.  24,  1915. 

Answer.— Some  plants  of  Hoya  seem  to  be 
more  free-blooming  than  others,  and  it  may  be 
that  this  plant  was  propagated  from  a  non- 
blooming  plant.  However,  the  Hoya  is  more 
liable  to  bloom  if  grown  in  rather  poor  sandy 
soil,  and  in  a  small  pot  or  one  that  will  crowd 
the  roots.  A  dressing  of  bonedust  or  phos- 
phate, when  a  fertilizer  is  needed,  will  be 
found  beneficial.  The  plant  should  be  spar- 
ingly watered  during  its  resting  period,  so 
that  the  stems  may  ripen  and  form  blooming 
spurs. 

Hyacintlia.— Mr.  Park:  Last  spring  I  planted 
three  large  Hyacinths  in  a  six-inch  pot,  covering 
them  two  inches  deep.  I  did  not  start  the  bulbs, 
but  put  them  right  out  in  the  sunlight.  They  came 
up  and  were  fine  looking  plants, 
but  before  the  leaves  were  one 
inch  high  the  flower  stalk  with 
the  buds  came  from  the  center. 
The  stems  were  filled  with  bright 
flowers,  J)ut  the  stalks  were  not 
tall,  and  they  bloomed  right  down 
to  the  earth.  Kindly  tell  me  how 
I  can  make  the  stalks  grow  taller 
next  spring.—  Mrs.  C.  W.  R.,  Ga., 
.  Sept.  12,  1915. 

^ll^B30ffi>iM?  Answer.  —  The  reason  the 
stalks  did  not  push  up  was 
because  the  bulbs  were  not  sufficiently  rooted. 
It  is  always  well  to  pot  the  plants  early  and 
keep  them  in  a  dark,  cool  place,  the  soil  mod- 
erately moist,  until  roots  form.  Many  per- 
sons set  their  potted  Hyacinths  on  the  east 
side  of  a  house  or  wall  and  cover  with  coal 
ashes  until  they  want  to  place  them  in  the 
window.  A  little  frost  will  not  hurt  them, 
but  the  plants  must  be  so  placed  that  they  can 
be  taken  from  their  rooting  quarters  when 
wanted.  As  a  rule,  Hyacinths  are  set  near 
the  surface  of  the  ground,  often  with  the 
crown  protruding.  When  well  rooted  and  the 
pots  removed,  the  ashes  about  the  bulb  can  be 
removed. 
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Ell  VERY  LITTLE  while  some  subscriber 
bemoans  the  passing  of  the  "old-fash- 
il  ioned  garden."  I,  for  one,  am  glad  it's 
— '  going.  Suppose  a  farmer  had  some  old 
fruit  trees  which  he  kept  for  sentimental  rea- 
sons while  his  neighbors  were  growing  more 
profitable,  hardier,  larger,  better  fruit.  He 
would  be  wasting  his  ground,  labor,  fertilizer 
and  care.  No  one  in  his  right  mind  would  do 
it.  Yet  this  is  no  more  foolish  to  do  than  to 
raise  silly,  sickly,  insignificant  old-fashioned 
flowers,  while  others  are  growing  newer  sorts. 
Compare  the  old-fashioned  garden  with  that 
of  today!  Compare  the  flowers  of  old  with 
the  new  in  regard  to  beauty,  grace,  delicacy 
of  color,  richness  of  bloom,  size,  odor,  hardi- 
ness! Why,  some  of  those  old  things  are 
worthless  scrubs!  Many  are  no  good  for  bor- 
ders, massing,  specimens,  show,  cutting,  or 
anything  else.  Of  course,  some  of  them  are 
good,  such  as  Bleeding  Heart  and  Sweet  Briar 
Rose,  and  will  be  dear  to  us  forever.

For  instance,  the  Peeony,  the  old  ones  are 
mostly  P.  officinalis,  and  inferior  sorts.  But 
the  newer  ones !  The  Chinese  varieties,  tall, 
medium,  dwarf ;  early  to  very  late,  colors  from 
pure  white  to  dark,  mahogany  red,  comprising 
blushes,  cream,  chamois,  shades  of  violet  or 
lilac,  etc.,  more  than  150  sorts!  I  can  name 
off-hand  over  seventy  of  them.  Some  have 
collars  of  yellow,  centers  of  different  colors, 
shadings,  andlDlendings.  Then,  there  are  the 
Iris.  The  newer  Germanica  and  Ksempferi 
sorts  put  the  old  purple  and  white,  and  light 
and  dark  yellow  Iris  in  the  shade.  You  can't 
see 'em!  The  new  sorts  rival  the  Orchid  in 
delicacy  and  richness  of  bloom.  I  have  a  few, 
about  sixteen  plants,  and  they  are  wonderful. 
The  Lilies,  too,  have  advanced.  Native  sorts 
hstve  been  improved,  and  even  the  old,  gaunt, 
coarse  Tiger  Lily  has  been  made  much  more 
attractive.  The  sorts  lately  introduced  from 
China  and  Japan  are  fine,  hardy,  and  some  of 
them  very  large  and  beautiful. 

Behold  the  Gladiolus!  Compare  the  old 
Gandavensis  sorts  with  the  wonderful  vein- 
ings,  etchings,  blotchings,  blendings,  com- 
binations, and  contrasts  of  today!  Colors 
ranging  from  pure  snow-white  to  nearly  black, 
through  all  the  colors  and  shades  of  the  rain- 


bow, hues  and  tints,  some  of  which  were 
never  dreamed  of  years  ago.  There  are  thou- 
sands of  Roses,  Tulips,  Narcissus,  Hyacinths, 
newer,  better  sorts,  which  make  the  old  gar- 
den look  like  a  sheep  pasture.  Compare  the 
newer  Dahlias,  Amaryllis,  Cannas,  Callas, 
Begonias  and  others  I  have  not  room  to  men- 
tion, and  the  new  herbaceous  perenrfials  with 
the  old  sorts.  The  old  fade  into  oblivion. 
The  Perennial  Poppies,  thirty  sorts  or  more, 
from  white  with  blotched  base  to  the  darkest 
red,  the  improved  Delphiniums,  Anemones, 
Foxgloves,  etc.,  most  of  which  can  be  raised 
from  seeds,  make  it  possible  for  even  the 
poorest  to  have  an  up-to-date,  attractive  gar- 
den. 

Taking  the  garden  of  today,  the  vast  array 
of  annual^,  new  sorts  and  improved  ones,  the 
perennials,  bulbs,  and  all,  I  can't  see  how 
anyone  could  wish  or  would  want  the  poor, 
old,  unattractive,  ungraceful,  insignificant, 
"old-fashioned  flowers"  retained.  There  are 
some,  though,  which  will  not  pass  away  for  a 
time  yet;  the  Bleeding  Heart,  the  Madonna 
Lily,  the  double  Daffodil  and  Poeticus  Nar- 
cissus. The  Mock  Orange  and  the  Lilac, 
though  newer  sorts  have  appeared,  are  worth 
keeping.  There  are  few  others,  however. 
But  those  who  love  old-fashioned  flowers,  let 
them  grow  them.  This  is  a  day  of  advance- 
ment. Shall  the  flowers  be  left  behind?  Never! 
Not  even  to  please  a  few  sentimentalists !  Let 
them  grow  their  "old-fashioned  flowers."  The 
rest  of  us  will  pass  them  by,  and  leave  them 
to  their  dreams.  We  will  greet  the  beautiful 
new  comers  with  joy— welcome  them  with 
open  arms— and  an  open  pocket-book!  We 
will  give  them  a  place  in  our  gardens  and  our 
hearts.

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IF  THE  FLORAL  sisters  could  see  my  bed 
of  Pentstemoii  I  am  sure  they  would  all 
want  some.  Last  spring  I  sent  for  a 
—  packet  of  the  giant-flowered,  which  are 
much  larger  than  the  ordinary  kind.  The 
catalogue  stated  that  although  it  is  a  peren- 
nial, blooming  from  July  until  October,  if 
started  early  it  would  begin  blooi'iiiiig  late  the 
first  year.  I  planted  the  seeds  about  the  last 
of  February  in  a  box  of  good  soil,  and  set  it 
in  a  window  of  a  warm  room.  About  Septem- 
ber first  they  began  blooming,  and  at  the  pres- 
ent writing  are  in  full  bloom,  with  the  plants 
full  of  buds.  If  the  frost  should  hold  off, 
they  will  bloom  many  weeks. 
They  are  so  beautiful,  btit  seem  to  be  almost

unknown,  as  everyone  asks  the  name,  and 
wants  some.  They  come  in  all  colors,  white^ 
pink,  rose,  red,  purple  and  lavender.  Some 
are  solid  colors,  others  have  white  throats 
and  colored  borders.  They  are  so  lovely  and 
easily  grown  that  they  ought  to  be  in  every 
hardy  border.  I  think  they  are  not  hardy 
when  the  winters  are  very  severe,  and  even 
in  the  mild  climate  of  the  Pacific  coast  they 
need  a  little  protection.  There  has  been  no 
killing  frost  here  yet,  and  many  flowers  are 
still  m  bloom.

pA^T^ITH  ORDINARY  care  porch  boxes 
W/L  are  a  joy  to  both  the  owner  and  all  who 
J  pass  by.  For  a  northern  exposure  no 
flower  is  better  lor  this  purpose  than 
the  Tuberous  Begonia,  combined  with  ferns. 
Rex  Begonias  and  Trailing  Coleus  or  Trailing 
Begonia  or  Vinca  major  variegata.  Fuchsias 
give  splendid  satisfaction,  too,  but  it  is  better 
to  use  the  Begonias  in  one  and  Fuchsias  in 
another,  as  with  care  a  very  lew  plants  soon 
fill  the  box  to  overflowing.  I  find  the  metal 
porch  boxes  require  less  water  and  give  bet- 
ter results  than  those  made  of  wood,  and  they 
last  for  years.  An  old  hot  water  tank,  with  a 
section  cut  from  the  side,  leaving  the  two 
screwed  ends  intact,  make  very  nice  ones. 
They  can  be  wired  to  the  porch,  or  rest  on 
supports.  The 
natural  color  looks 
very  well,  but  a 
dark  green  paint 
adds  to  their 
attract  i  veness. 
One  filled  entirely 
with  Geraniums 
in  a  sunny  loca- 
tion  makes  a 
bright  spot,  and 
will  be  in  bloom 
the  entire  summer. 

If  you  cannot 
afford  plants.  Nas- 
turtiums and  Pe- 
tunias are  most 
satisfactory,  as  basket  of  kenil  worth  ivy. 
many  flowers  can  be  cut  and  still  keep  the 
boxes  bright  with  flowers. 

Porch  baskets  also  add  much  to  jthe  beauty 
of  a  home— well-kept  ones,  I  mean.  If  they 
are  not  to  receive  the  best  of  care,  it  is  better 
not  to  attempt  them.  Get  the  wire  briskets 
for  that  purpose.  Secure  some  moss  from  the 
woods  and  trim  the  under  surface  until  it  is 
about  an  inch  thick.  Place  in  the  basket 
moss  out.  Now  fill  with  good  soil  and  plant 
such  plants  as,  are  suitable,  Vinca  major  as  a 
trailer,  Lobelia,  Coleus,  a  good  scarlet  Geran- 
ium, Dracaena  for  the  center ;  or  one  can  use 
suitable  plants  that  are  most  convenient.  To 
water  these  baskets  set  them  in  a  pail  or  tub 
of  water  until  they  are  soaked  through,  set- 
ting them  on  the  grass  to  drip.  When  grow- 
ing vigorously  every  evening  is  none  too  often 
to  soak  them,  and  the  moss  will  grow  as  well 
as  the  plants.  Strawberry  Geraniums  are  fine 
to  use  as  trailers  in  these  baskets.  Trades- 
cantia  is  nice  for  a  time,  but  soon  crowds  the 
other  plants  out.  My  finest  one  on  a  north 
porch  last  year  had  a  Sword  Fern  for  a  center 
plant.

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Wf  ATTEIBUTE  most  of  my  success  in  the 
II  growing  of  our  native  wild  flowers  to  the 
Ij  observation  of  the  character  of  the  soil 
—  and  the  position  they  grow  in  their  natural 
habitat.  One  should  take  a  lesson  from  Nature 
in  such  matters,  as  Nature  is  the  best  teacher. 
Some  flowers  will  be  found  growing  in  moist, 
shadj^  spots  on  hillsides  having  a  north  ex- 
posure, and  along  stream  banks,  and  will  not 
be  found  growing  elsewhere.  Others  grow 
along  the  dusty  roadside,  and  seem  to  prefer 
that  situation  to  any  other :.  and  if  we  were  to 
transplant  them  to  a  richer  soil  they  would 
very  much  resent  our  efforts  by  dying.  Still 
others,  if  planted  in  rich  soil,  seem  to  lose  all 
or  most  of  their  ability  to  bloom,  and  will  give 
one  but  poor  returns  for  the  care  bestowed  on 
them. 

Most  of  our  native  California  flowers  will 
grow  and  bloom  with  the  minimum  of  care, 
and  will  grow  in  the  poorest  and  driest  of  soil. 
Of  these  I  will  mention  a  few,  such  as  the 
Abronia,  Mentzelia,  Gilia,  Godetia,  Clarkia, 
Pentstemon,  and  last,  but 
not  the  least  in  import- 
ance, the  Eschscholtzia. 
This  last  one  is  our  State 
flower,  and  will  grow  and 
bloom  m  the  poorest  and 
driest  of  situations,  yet  it 
is  susceptible  of  any  care 
lavished  on  it,  and  will 
repay  one  for  the  trouble 
in  larger  and  more  pro- 
fuse blooms. 

The  Godetias  are  gorge- 
ous annuals,  and  lend 
themselves  to  endless  gar^ 
den  effects.  A  very  good 
way  to  grow  these  pretty 
GODETIA  BLOOM,  auuuals  Is  to  plant  them 
in  a  large  circular  bed,  with  a  tall  variety, 
such  as  grandiflora,  in  the  center,  and  around 
this  center  tv.^o  or  three  rows  of  the  compact 
growing  variety  Lady  Satin  Eose,  and  this 
edged  with  the  dwarf  growing  Bijou.  This 
will  give  one  a  bed  in  three  colors. 

The  Gilias  I  prefer  to  grow  in  masses  for 
effect.  Grown  as  specimen  plants  they  make 
a  very  poor  shov/ing. 
The  variety  Tricolor 
grown  in  a  large  bed  is  a 
sight  worth  going  a  long 
distance  to  see.  And  it 
is  so  easily  grown,  too, 
requiring  none  of  the 
coddling  which  we  be- 
stow upon  other  plants. 
Coreopsis  Stillmanii  and 
Douglasii  are  two  native 
annuals  that  deserve  to 
be  more  widely  grown.  gilia  flower, 
They  are  of  the  easiest  cultivation  and  pro- 
duce a  wonderful  effect  in  yellow.  The  plants 
commence  to  bloom  when  quite  small.  Core- 


opsis maritima  is  a  perennial,  but  will  bloom 
the  first  year  from  seed  if  planted  early  in 
boxes  in  the  house,  and  then  when  the  weather 
is  warmer  planted  out  in  the  open.  These 
species  of  Coreopsis  are  listed  under  the  name 
of  Leptosyne  in  most  of  the  seed  catalogues. 
But  the  name  under  which  it  is  listed  makes 
mighty  little  difference.  The  truth  is,  they 
make  a  mighty  big  display  of  yellow  blossoms. 
The  species  maritima  bea.rs  large  Sunflower- 
like blossoms  that  have  a  stem  about  two  feet 
long,  that  will  keep  in  water  for  about  a  week 
and  show  very  little  signs  of  wilting. 

The  Perennial  Pea,  Lathyrus  latifolia,  is 
also  a  native  flower,  and  will,  with  good  care, 
grow  as  high  as  ten  feet  or  more.  The  original 
variety  was  of  a  crimson  color,  but  we  now 
have  the  white  and  the  pink.  They  are  peren- 
nial vines,  and  will  take  some  time  to  become 
established,  but  when  they  do  so  they  will 
compensate  for  the  delay.   '    A.  J.  Soares.

Treatment  of  Amaryllis.— Here  is 
my  way  of  treating  the  large-flowered  hybrid 
Amaryllis.  I  repot  the  bulb  about  the  middle 
of  November,  and  keep  it  in  a  cool  room,  the 
soil  barely  moist  until  well  started.  I  then 
place  it  in  an  eastern  window  and  it  just 
keeps  bravely  on,  the  water  supply  being  in- 
creased and  applied  slightly  warmer.  As  a 
rule,  the  flowers  will  appear  in  March.  After 
blooming  I  keep  it  growing  just  the  same 
until  danger  from  frost  is  past,  then  1  sink 
the  pot  (a  7-inch  pot)  in  a  shady  place  out- 
doors, where  Nature  takes  care  of  it  until  it 
matures.  Before  frosts  appear  in  autumn  I 
take  the  pot  out  and  keep  it  in  a  frost-proof 
place  without  watering,  until  1  want  to  repot 
it  and  start  it  into  growth  again.  This  treat- 
ment has  been  satisfactory  with  me,  and  it 
may  be  adopted  by  others  with  equal  satisfac- 
tion. A  Subscriber. 

Colutea  Artoorescens.  —  This  is  a 
new  shrub  in  my  garden  this  year,  and  very 
desirable.  It  is  a  fast-growing  shrub,  attain- 
ing 10  or  15  feet  in  height,  with  Locust-like 
foliage,  and  flowers  resembling  the  Perennial 
Pea  in  shape,  but  a  light  yellow  with  red 
m?a-kings.  No  insect  seems  to  trouble  it,  and 
the  blooms  will  be  followed  by  red  bladder- 
shaped  seed  pods,  from  which  it  gets  the 
name  Colutea  aroorescens,  or  Bladder  Senna. 
It  seems  some  of  our  most  beautiful  plants 
have  very  plain  names.  Ima.

Hyacintti  Bean.— A  neighbor  gave  me 
a  few  Hyacinth  Beans,  which  she  purchased 
in  the  spring.  I  planted  them,  and  such  pretty 
vines  as  I  had  I  One  was  pure  white,  the 
others  were  purple,  the  vines  so  pretty  and 
green,  with  the  little  bunches  of  flowers  here 
and  there.

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HERE  IS  no  flower  that  grows  that  I 
admire  more  than  the  Dahlia.  I  have 
s^i^  raised  the  plants  on  my  gromids  for 
'Mr  years,  some  from  seeds,  but  the  major- 
ity from  tubers,  and  I  think  there  are  no.flow- 
ers  grown  more  showy  than  the  brilliant-hued 
Dahlias,  for  they  grow  so  tali  and  attract  so 
much  attention. 

A  hedge  of  well-grown  Dahlias  is  a  thing  of 
beauty.  There  are  now  a  number  of  races  of 
varieties,  such  as  the  Cactus,  Show,  Decorat- 
ive, Fancy,  Pjeony-iiowered,  Century  and 
Pompon,  These  names  do  not  refer  to  color, 
but  to  the  peculiar  form  of  the  flower.  I  think 
the  Cactus  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of 
Dahlias.  I  had  an  almost  black  Cactus  Dahlia 
growing  beside  a  pmk  Pompon  last  year,  and 
the  flowers  were  very 
handsome. 

The  Fancy  Dahlias  are 
made  up  ot  those  which 
are  striped  or  flaked,  or 
tiiose  which  are  tipped  or 
edged  with  a  color  lighter 
chan  the  ground  color. 
The  Daiiiia  is  a  native 
of  Mexico,  from  whence  the  first  plants  were 
introduced  into  England  by  the  Marchioness 
of  Bute  in  17S0,  It  is  so-called  in  honor  of  Dr. 
Dahl,  a  pupil  of  Linnaeus. 

Dahlias  require  plenty  of  sun,  and  should 
not  be  planted  closer  than  30  inches  apart,  i 
think  one  cannot  have  the  soil  too  rich.  To 
have  large  flowers  study  the  bloom,  and  if 
there  are  three  buds  remove  two  and  leave  the 
largest.  To  give  luster  as  well  as  to  increase 
the  size  of  bloom  occasionally  give  the  plants 
a  solution  of  nitrate  of  soda.  This  is  made  by 
adding  1  ounce  of  nitrate  to  2  gallons  of  water. 

After  the  frosts  have  killed  the  tops  of  the 
Dahlias,  remove  the  clumps  of  tubers  from 
the  ground  and  dry  them  ofi",  and  either  pack 
them  in  sand  in  boxes,  or  place  in  bags  and 
put  in  a  dry  place,  safe  from  frost,  till  plant- 
ing time  the  next  season.

[Note.— Unless  the  plants  are  well  cultivated  dur- 
ing summer  it  is  well  to  mulch  the  Dahlia  bed  with 
stable  litter  as  hot  weather  approaches.  As  a  rule 
the  plants  bloom  more  freely  and  satisfactorily  in  a 
sandy  or  gravelly  soil.— Ed.] 

IVicotiana  Affinis.— I  received  a  pack- 
age of  Xicotiana  aihnis  seeds  years  ago,  and 
had  a  lovely  bed  of  them  last  summer.  They 
have  self-sown  each  year  since.  This  spring 
I  find  several  of  the  roots  have  survived  the 
winter  and  promise  an  early  blooming.  Last 
fall  I  lifted  two  thrifty  young  plants  in 
November,  set  them  in  large  pots  of  rich  soil, 
and  placed  them  m  a  la'rge,  well-lighted  west 
window.  They  sent  up  stalks  two  feet  tall, 
and  all  winter  their  white,  sta.r-like  blossoms 
brightened  our  home,  and  at  night  filled  the 
room  with  their  perfume.

To  start  the  cuttings  I  take  them  off  in  Octo- 
ber, and  as  late  as  November.   I  have  a  bed 

of  very  loose 
garden  soil 
prepared,  i  n 
which  i  set 
the  cuttings 
about  six 
inches  deep,  put- 
ting a  little  coarse 
sand  at  the  bottom 
of  the  hole  in  which 
the  cuttings  are  set 
I  then  firm  the  soil 
well  and  press  a 
glass  fruit-jar  over 
the  plant  into  the 
loose  soil  to  a  depth 
■  of  f  0111'  inches  These 
jars  are  left  over  the 
ROOTED  ROSE  CUTTING,  cuttiugs  uutil  May 
1st,  and  if  there  is  danger  of  frost  thereafter 
they  are  covered  at  night.  Do  not  move  the 
little  plants  for  a  year,  or  they  will  perish  in 
their  new  home. 

In  this  way  I  have  added  to  my  collection 
until  I  have  aboirt  fifty  thriftj"  Roses,  which 
are  a  bower  of  bloom  from  earij^  spring  until 
freezing  weather  in  the  fall.  I  always  have 
blossoms  for  friends,  and  for  loved  ones  who 
sleep  in  the  "silent  city."

Abont  Exchanging.— Dear  Flower  Folks : 
We  are  thankful  for  the  exchange  column  in  our 
Magazine,  for  many  who  cannot  buy  new  and 
choice  plants  can  exchange  and  get  them  of 
others ;  but  I  want  to  make  a  few  suggestions,  as 
it  may  save  a  lot  of  trouble.  I  offered  rare  and 
expensive  plants  and  bulbs,  and  some  sent  com- 
mon and  worthless  flowers  without  writing. 
Some  plants  were  dry  and  dead  when  received. 
One  sister  sent  an  Amaryllis  bulb  in  a  sealed 
envelope  without  packing.  As  it  came  from  the 
State  of  Washington,  you  can  imagine  how 
crushed  the  poor  bulb  was.  Some  plants  were 
well  packed,  but  were  common  plants  that  I  did 
not  care  for,  so  it  is  well  to  write  first  before  ex- 
changing, stating  what  you  have  to  offer.  In 
packing,  wet  mo.ss  should  be  placed  around  the 
roots  of  the  plants,  and  wrapped  well  in  oiled 
paper.  Use  a  strong  box  that  will  not  be  crushed 
on  the  way  to  its  destination.  Dip  the  roots  in 
water  before  placing  the  moss  on,  but  avoid  wet- 
ting the  foliage.  I  received  many  new  plants 
through  my  late  exchange,  and  they  are  appre- 
ciated, but  we  should  not  expect  to  receive  more 
than  we  give.  I  thank  all  who  exchanged  with 
me.  Ima.
